Member. The Public Member’s purpose is to represent the interests of all six million residents of this state “to pro- 
tect the inhabitants of this state in the enjoyment of life, health, peace, and safety, and to protect their property 
from damage or destruction through dangerous, dishonest, incompetent, or unlawful...oractice and to conserve 
the public welfare (20 CSR 2030-1.010 General Organization). By law, the Board is comprised of 15 members with 
14 of them being Professional Members (one Board Chair, three architects, four professional engineers, three pro- 
fessional land surveyors, and three professional landscape architects) and one Public Member. | can’t imagine how 
intimidating it must be for a new Public Member to sit around the table for their first Board meeting knowing who 
they represent and to do it in the presence of 14 trained and seasoned Board Members. 


Through my attendance at national registration board meetings, I've heard two extremes from other state boards 
they either have a focused and involved public member or that their public member is passive. In a training session 
a few years ago regarding public members, the moderator wasn’t getting any feedback on the question regarding 
public member engagement. After a little silence, the moderator asked me how our Board motivates and engages 
our public member. To the best | can remember, my answer was that we didn’t need to motivate them, they walked 
in the door fully engaged and ready to serve. 


The good news is that despite the enormity of the task, we have been very fortunate to have Sherry Cooper as our 
long time Public Member, serving since June 4, 2014. Sadly, Sherry will be moving on to her next adventure, and this 
past May meeting was her last. All the traits that | mentioned before about being prepared for meetings and freely 
giving honest feedback describe Sherry. The citizens of Missouri could not have had a better representative look- 
ing after their interests. Some of my favorite memories of Sherry’s service include how she kept our Legal Counsel 
on their toes by asking tough, probing questions, and looking for new solutions. Ms. Cooper, you will be missed, and 
| wish you all the best. 


| believe that most, if not all, Board Members would tell you that Board service is very rewarding and at least a little 
time consuming. The Division of Professional Registration and the Governor’s office appreciates having a slate of 
candidates for consideration when a Board vacancy occurs. The general requirements state you must be a resident 
of the state for at least five years and have held your professional license for at least ten consecutive years as a 
Missouri licensee. At the time of each vacancy, the statewide professional society can nominate up to five individu- 
als. Please consider service, and if you have interest, please get in touch with your professional society. The Public 
Member must be a Missouri resident and a registered voter of at least one year and never held a license in any of 
our four professions. If you know someone that might be willing to serve as Public Member, have them notify the 
Director of Professional Registration in writing and fill out the necessary paperwork on the Governor’s website 
under Boards and Commissions.

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ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION LETTER

Based on the complaints that the Board continues to receive; it appears that most people hiring an architect do 
not try to confirm if that person is licensed to provide the services they are seeking. They seem genuinely surprised 
when they learn that the person they filed a complaint against is not licensed and they will often cite examples of 
where they were deceived such as: statements on websites; the unlicensed person doesn’t correct references 
that they are an architect; the unlicensed person signed contracts, applications for permits and other documents 
as the architect, etc. To make matters worse, a licensee is often found aiding and abetting the unlicensed person 
practicing architecture by placing their professional seal on the construction documents prepared by the unli- 
censed person. In most of these complaints, the unlicensed person and licensee work as separate firms. The un- 
licensed person will try to rationalize that his actions in taking on contracts to provide architectural services are 
legal if he can get a licensee to seal his work; and the licensee believes that he/she has acted appropriately if he/ 
she reviews the documents and insists that some changes are made. Both fail to recognize that they are in violation 
of Missouri law and that the reason they are the subject of a complaint is that someone has been harmed or some 
authority has noticed flaws in the documents that were submitted. 


The unlicensed person is practicing architecture whenever they are “rendering... or offering to render services in 
connection with the design and construction of public and private buildings, structures and shelters, site improve- 
ments, in whole or part and including any additions or alterations thereto...” Such actions constitute the practice 
of architecture which can only be offered by “a person with the required architectural education, practical train- 
ing, relevant work experience, and licensure to practice as an architect in Missouri.” The definition of the practice 
of architecture is found in Missouri statutes; i.e., Section 327.091(1), RSMo. Section 327.101, RSMo, allows some 
exceptions for an unlicensed person to provide limited design services, but only if they make it clear to the client 
and others that they are not a Missouri licensed architect. Otherwise, licensure is required and any person who 
practices architecture without a valid license is guilty of a class A misdemeanor per Section 327.076, RSMo. 


When a licensee places their personal seal on construction documents (i.e., a technical submission), they become 
“in responsible charge” per Section 327.091.2, RSMo. The effect of the licensee’s seal on technical submissions 
is further described in Section 327.411, RSMo. A licensee is aiding and abetting another person in the unlicensed 
practice of architecture when they affix their seal to a document that was not prepared under their immediate 
personal supervision. Immediate Personal Supervision is defined in Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-13.010. The rule has 
several duties that the licensee must fulfill in order to affix their seal to a technical submission and it begins with 
being in control over the decisions that are embodied in the development and preparation of that document. They, 
or an employee of their firm, must have direct contact with the client requesting preparation of the documents 
that have been sealed, and they must provide the initial direction in development of the design and supervise each 
step of the preparation of all technical submittals that bear their seal. The licensee must also be able to personally 
answer any question regarding substantive decisions as to the design. 


We often discover in these types of complaints that the licensee never met the client requesting the project and 
relied solely on the unlicensed person for all communications with the client. The licensee's lack of involvement 
is easily confirmed when they cannot answer pertinent design questions. We also find that once the construction 
documents have been sealed by the licensee, seldom are they involved in the project again, if ever. Both the unli-

censed person and the licensee must adhere to Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-13.010-4(C), which reads as follows: “The 
licensee is not employed by the client solely for the purpose of reviewing and approving specifications, drawings, 
reports, design surveys, or other technical submissions prepared by an unlicensed person, employee, or contrac- 
tor of the client.” To act otherwise is to violate the trust Missouri has placed on its licensees to protect the health, 
safety, and welfare of its public.

INCIDENTAL PRACTICE REVISITED 
The claim of incidental practice has come up recently in some of our complaint and discipline cases, so | thought it 
might be a good time to revisit the topic. 


Several years ago, incidental practice was generally handled as an issue where you are a licensed professional 
and you know the difference between your normal practice area and what was incidental to it. When there were 
disputes, most were between architects and engineers. There were some practitioners who felt that if they held a 
valid license then they could sign and seal anything and everything to do with their project. That premise is wrong, 
unless they are uniquely qualified to do so. Taking a class or two in college on a broad subject does not qualify you 
as having the ability to safely and competently design anything outside your normal area of licensed practice. 


As a civil engineer, | remember taking my one electrical engineering class and one thermodynamics class at Mis- 
souri S & T some 50 years ago. | remember the thermo professor getting frustrated with our class full of civil and 
electrical engineering students, asking what we are going to do in “real life” when we are faced with a thermody- 
namics problem. The answer came swiftly and accurately. We stated we would hire a mechanical engineer. That 
answer is still valid today. 


Because of the outcome of some court cases a major push was made in 2014 to update Chapter 327 to bring that 
wording up to date for 2014 and to include all four professions, Architecture, Professional Engineering, Professional 
Land Surveying, and Professional Landscape Architecture in doing so. We also saw a need to define, once and for 
all, incidental practice in Chapter 327. | am proud to have been part of that group effort to define incidental practice 
to cover not just engineers and architects, but all four professions. | offer you my interpretation of what we wrote 
in 2014. 


327.011. Definitions 


(9) “Incidental practice”, the performance of other professional services licensed under this chapter that are re- 
lated to a licensee’s professional service, but are secondary and substantially less in scope and magnitude when 
compared to the professional services usually and normally performed by the licensee practicing in their licensed 
profession. This incidental professional service shall be safely and competently performed by the licensee without 
jeopardizing the health, safety, and welfare of the public. The licensee shall be qualified by education, training, and 
experience as determined by the board and in sections 327.091, 327.181, 327.272, and 327.600 and applicable board 
rules to perform such incidental professional service; 


We have seen, since 2014, attempts by some to defend their incidental practice violations by quoting pieces of the 
definition that fit their unique circumstance. 


The definition consists of three sentences. All are applicable and intended to work together to define incidental 
practice. Think of it like the commonly used phrase “three-legged stool” where each sentence of the definition is a 
leg. Without one leg the stool fails. Without one sentence the definition is incomplete and invalid. But what did we 
mean by our wording?

In the first sentence, “...secondary and substantially less in scope and magnitude...” means exactly what it says. You 
are a professional practicing in an area for which you are licensed and anything outside of that area of licensure is 
secondary. It also means that if you are a licensed architect or professional engineer and you submit sealed plans 
with only your seal on them, and those plans show only design outside your area of licensure, in my opinion, that 
does not qualify as incidental practice unless you can meet the requirements stated in the other two sentences of 
the definition. 


In the second sentence, “This incidental professional service shall be safely and competently performed...” means 
that whatever professional service you perform must always be done with the health, safety and welfare of the 
public in mind. It also must be done competently. Remember my previous comments, a class or two in college does 
not qualify you as being competent in an area for which you are not licensed. Missouri has a Board Rule that covers 
the question of competency. 


20 CSR 2030-2.010 Code of Professional Conduct 


(3) In practicing architecture, professional engineering, professional land surveying, or professional landscape archi- 
tecture, a licensee shall— 


(A) Act with reasonable care and competence and apply the technical knowledge and skill which are ordinarily 
applied by architects, professional engineers, professional land surveyors, or professional landscape architects 
of good standing, practicing in Missouri. In the performance of professional services, licensees hold their pri- 
mary responsibility to the public welfare which should not be compromised by any self-interest of the client or 
the licensee. 


In the third sentence of the definition, “The licensee shall be qualified by education, training, and experience as 
determined by the board...” means the APEPLSPLA Board will look at the applicable sections of Chapter 327 and 
the Board Rules that apply to your area of licensure. They will determine if your education, training, and experience 
are sufficient to design safely and competently what you claim as incidental practice outside your normal area of 
licensure. 


One piece or one sentence of the definition cannot stand alone to define incidental practice. It takes all three 
sentences to complete the definition. Then the three-legged stool can withstand the test of time and the judicial 
system. 
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PROFESSIONAL LAND SURVEYING DIVISION LETTER

After returning from the NCEES Annual Meeting held in Boston August 15-18, | would like to summarize where we 
now stand with our Professional Land Surveying Testing. The meeting was advertised to be our opportunity to vote 
on whether the NCEES would create 5 different modules for each state to choose from to test the knowledge nec- 
essary for licensure. Initially, these modules were Core, Boundary, Mapping Science, PLSS and Incidental Drainage. 
A committee, “Committee on Examinations for Professional Surveyors” was tasked to study this possibility. The 
committee determined that there was not enough interest in testing for Incidental Drainage to create a module. 
Mapping Science was considered important, but would require further study before implementing it. 


What was settled on was to combine Core and Boundary into one module. This new module would essentially be 
our current PS examination with PLSS questions removed. Secondly, it was determined that a PLSS module would 
be created to test the knowledge base of the BLM Manual. For Missouri Surveyors, this seemed to be a welcome 
option knowing that Missouri surveys are performed differently than is described in the Manual based on the In- 
structions given to the GLO surveyors and would remove questions that may be in conflict. After discussion with 
Dr. Richard Elgin and Dr. Joe Paiva it was decided that our Missouri Specific Exam might be changed a bit to test 
more on the Missouri PLSS and less on Core/Boundary to accommodate the changes by the NCEES, hence our 
vote was to be in favor of the motion. We could continue as normal requiring the new core/boundary exam and our 
tweaked Missouri State Specific Exam. 


All was well as we arrived knowing that we had reached consensus on how we would cast our vote. It was an- 
nounced prior to our opportunity to vote that the motion the committee proposed was out of order and instead of 
the Council (member states) being allowed to make this determination, the motion was to be sent to the NCEES 
Board of Directors for a decision. The Board of Directors met privately in Boston and voted to approve the motion 
to create the PLSS module with a fee of $325.00 per exam taker. It will be up to the member states to decide if they 
will require candidates to take the PLSS module in addition to the PS exam. 


In summary, these changes are most likely to take place 5 years in the future. We will have ample opportunity to 
modify our State Specific exam to accommodate the NCEES changes by placing more emphasis on Missouri PLSS 
questions in the exam. | will keep you posted as | learn more. 
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PROFESSIONAL LANDSCAPE ARCHITECTURAL 
DIVISION LETTER

The 2023 Annual CLARB meeting was held September 20 to September 22, 2023, in Henderson, Nevada. Board 
Executive Director, Judy Kempker, PLA Division Member, Noel Fehr and | were in attendance. In addition to issues 
relating to the current landscape architectural practice within the United States and Canada, the practice of land- 
scape architecture globally was addressed. CLARB, in conjunction with the International Federation of Landscape 
Architects, conducted the first global job task analysis for the practice of landscape architecture. One of the issues 
that many licensing jurisdictions are facing is evaluating landscape architectural education at universities outside 
of the United States and Canada. Through a joint effort of CLARB and the Landscape Architectural Accreditation 
Board (LAAB), an effort is currently underway to determine the international equivalency of education outside of 
the U.S. and Canada. This will help licensing jurisdictions in determining the eligibility of applicants from outside the 
United States and Canada for licensure. 


In a related matter, the profession of Landscape Architecture has been included as a STEM occupation in 2023. 
Currently, all four of the professions regulated by the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Profes- 
sional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects are STEM professions. STEM occupations require 
education in science, technology, engineering, and mathematics and undergo a rigorous evaluation to determine 
eligibility for this designation. The ASLA website has a white paper outlining the evaluation criteria for the inclusion 
of Landscape Architecture as a STEM profession.

While a substantial majority of a licensing Board’s Members must have the intrinsic knowledge regarding educa- 
tion, testing, training, and standards of practice necessary to effectively carry out a state’s public protection man- 
date, at the same time public representation on a Board is an important component to ensure that consumers 
are meaningfully represented. This check and balance is critical to reinforce the primacy of public protection and 
can offset any criticisms of the “fox guarding the hen house” that has sometimes — and erroneously in my view — 
plagued professional self-regulation. 


When | began my service as the Public Member | viewed my role first, to understand and apply to the best of my 
ability the practice Act and second, to be the eyes and voice of every Missourian — residents and licensees alike. | 
believe | stayed true to that philosophy for the length of my service. | learned a great deal, gladly put in the neces- 
sary work, and received positive feedback regarding my contributions; all of which made my volunteer service so 
very rewarding. 


Over the past nine years, | served alongside knowledgeable, dedicated, and personable architect, engineer, land 
surveyor, and landscape architect Board Members. The Board can also boast extremely capable staff and attorney 
support. The level of comradery and the dedication to the job by Board Members, staff, and legal counsel is a credit 
to the quality of all the people involved. | will always be grateful | got to know and work alongside — as an equal mem- 
ber of the team — each and every one of them; making stepping down even harder.

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IMMEDIATE PERSONAL SUPERVISION: 
TAX STATUS DOESN’T DETERMINE

One of the most important concepts in the law governing the four professions regulated by the Board is “immedi- 
ate personal supervision” [IPS]. The law requires that licensed professionals can only seal technical documents 
prepared either by themselves or under their “immediate personal supervision.” The Board is frequently called 
upon to apply the law of IPS in situations where licensed professionals work with non-licensed individuals such as 
contractors, builders, and drafters. 


The requirement of IPS is found in Section 327.401.1, RSMo, which states that the right to practice is a personal 
right and is not transferable or delegable. Section 327.411.1, RSMo, states that a licensee can only affix their seal to 
documents prepared “by the licensee, or under such licensee’s immediate personal supervision.” 


The meaning of IPS is explained at length in the Board’s regulation at 20 CSR 2030 Chapter 18, “Supervision.” 20 
CSR 2030-13.010.1, governing architects, professional engineers, and professional landscape architects, defines 
immediate personal supervision as “a combination of activities by which a licensee maintains control over those 
decisions that are the basis for the findings, conclusions, analysis, rationale, details, and judgments that are em- 
bodied in the development and preparation of the technical submissions.” It further states that IPS requires “pro- 
viding personal direction, oversight, inspection, observation, and supervision of work being performed.” 20 CSR 
2030-13.020, defining immediate personal supervision for professional land surveyors, is somewhat different but 
employs the same concepts and requirements. 


The conditions that must be met for IPS to be present are specified in detail in 20 CSR 2030-13.010(8) and (4). 
These sections require that: 


1. the licensee must be knowledgeable of decisions made and able to answer technical questions about the 
documents prepared; 


2. the licensee, or an employee of the licensee’s company, must be in direct contact with the client requesting 
preparation of the plans; and, 


3. the licensee must provide initial direction in develooment of the design, supervise each step of the prepa- 
ration, and conduct a final review of the finished product, making necessary and appropriate changes. 


Subsection C makes it very clear that IPS does not exist if the licensee is employed solely for the purpose of re- 
viewing technical documents prepared by an unlicensed person, employee, or contractor of the client. 


The Board frequently considers cases where the licensee had no contact or communication with the owner of 
the property in question, but was merely employed by an unlicensed contractor, builder, or draftsperson to review 
plans prepared by that person, who is the only one communicating with or employed by the ultimate client. The 
Board has consistently and strongly taken the position that the “client” within the meaning of the rule is the owner 
or end user of the property involved in the project. A contractor employed by the owner or end user cannot be the 
“client” for the purposes of IPS, and the licensee has not engaged in IPS if their communications are only with the

intermediary, and not the owner or end user of the property. Many licensees have been disciplined for such “plan 
stamping.” 


Some have raised the question of how an “employee of the licensee’s company,” who may be the conduit of com- 
munication with the client, is defined. Must such person be a W-2 employee, or may a1099 employee with a looser 
connection to the licensee’s firm perform in that role? The Board does not consider the employee’s tax status 
to determine this question. The inquiry of the Board will look at whether that person is truly associated with and 
working under the supervision of the licensee under the terms described in 20 CSR 2030-13.010 (or 13.020 for 
professional land surveyors). 


In all cases, the Board expects that the licensee will actively take the initiative in the design and development of the 
project documents, and not just review someone else’s work after the fact.

While | was already a member of NCEES and 
carry an NCEES record, my participation as a Board Member has been a great experience. 


Attending the NCEES Zone meeting in April was very educational by having the opportunity to meet with boards 
from other states and learning how they are handling some of the same challenges as Missouri was very eye open- 
ing. NCEES did a great job scheduling and running the conference. We knew COVID would have an impact on the 
number of new licenses as several of the testing opportunities were cancelled but what | found most interesting 
was the number of drop-in applications leading up to the computer-based testing. As NCEES has launched new 
computer-based testing modulars, the number of applications for the “last” written exam plummeted. While we 
have seen these numbers creep back up, we are also seeing several eligible applicants delaying their exam. The 
general thought is now that the exam can be taken “any time,” the urgency to take the exam, or delay licensure, for 
a significant period is no longer present. | was impressed with the organization of NCEES and their ability to track 
different trends and practices. 


After years of service on several boards, including MSPE and the Design Alliance, | thought | had a good handle on 
the responsibilities and operation of the Board. | quickly learned | was wrong! The level of security for confidential 
information taken by the Board when handling complaints, licensure applications, and other regulatory require- 
ments is much higher than | have ever experienced. This level of security requires very specific rules and processes 
to be followed for even the most routine operations. | cannot thank the Board staff enough for their help in navigat- 
ing these procedures. | am hopeful that after a full year on the Board, | am getting close to having these processes 
figured out. 


While service on the Board rarely works into a conversation, it does occasionally get brought up at engineering 
specific conferences and meetings. At these venues, we normally have a large percentage of the attendees who 
are Professional Engineers. Most of these conversations begin with a peer commenting on how great it is to work 
with the Missouri Board and how responsive our staff is. As technology and web-conferencing “shrinks our world” 
and allows engineers to work with team members scattered across the nation, more and more engineers become 
licensed in multiple states. Peers who have endured the long-drawn-out process of getting licensed in some other 
states are always pleasantly surprised when they receive notification from the Missouri Board the day of applica- 
tion that their application has been filed and is in process. They then receive a second notification advising that 
their application has been approved and licensure granted which is typically completed within 1 week. This is re- 
markable and a true testament to our staff and great service they provide our licensees. 


As a final note, | would like to share a few things | have learned. Practicing as an Engineering Corporation without 
a Certificate of Authority appears to be one of the regulations most often violated. Please ensure, in addition to

maintaining your licensure, that the corporation you work for maintains their Certificate of Authority. There are 
several reasons this gets overlooked so | will not try to detail any specific item, but be aware the corporation needs 
to be licensed as well as the licensee. A second word of caution is to have a detailed written agreement for the 
services you plan to provide. Communication is key! We see complaints filed that are simply due to poor communi- 
cation. If your scope of services and associated fee are only for a study or permit application and does not include 
construction documents and details, be sure this is communicated to the client. Clients expecting construction 
documents or worse yet use a preliminary study for construction can not only lead to a complaint being filed, but 
can also jeopardize the Health, Safety and Welfare of the public. Clear communication is paramount when provid- 
ing professional services.

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IMPORTANT INFORMATION REGARDING 
THE RENEWAL OF YOUR LICENSE 


If you were originally licensed in an ODD year, you are due to renew your license by December 31st of this year. 


Based on renewal statistics collected over the past several years, it has been documented that over 90% of our 
licensees had renewed their license online. Therefore, in an ongoing effort to keep your renewal fee one of the low- 
est in the nation and to expedite the renewal process, the Board opted to send its renewal notices electronically to 
all licensees eligible for online renewal to their email address of record. The first notice was sent on October 2nd. 
If you are due to renew but did not receive your renewal notice, please contact the Board office. Additional notices 
will be sent periodically as courtesy reminders until December 4th at which time a paper renewal will be sent to 
ALL individuals who have not yet renewed. 


The “Renewal Notice” provides a PIN number along with instructions on how to renew your license via the Board’s 
online renewal feature. By renewing online, you are provided with immediate confirmation that your license renewal 
has been received. It also allows you to pay your renewal fee with a major credit card. Both individuals and corpora- 
tions can renew online. 


Although we strongly encourage you to renew your license online, we realize not everyone has that capability nor 
is the online renewal feature available for everyone. Online renewals are not available for the following licensees”: 


e Licensees wishing to change their license status from active to inactive. 

e Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to return to an active status. 
e Licensees who currently hold an inactive license and wish to remain inactive. 

e Licensees renewing after 11:59 p.m. central standard time on December 31, 2023. 


*These licensees must complete and submit the paper renewal application. 
In closing, we kindly remind you of the following: 


Renewal notices are sent as a courtesy to all licensees. 
The renewal notice is sent to your email/mailing address of record on file at the Board office. If you move or 
change email addresses, it is your responsibility to notify the Board office of your new contact information 
promptly so that we can update your record. 
The Board cannot be responsible for misplaced or mishandled mail. 
Failure to receive a notice for renewal of a license or certificate of authority does not relieve the licensee or cer- 
tificate holder from their duty to timely renew, nor does it relieve them from the obligation to pay any additional 
fee(s) necessitated by any late renewal. 

> Ifthe Managing Agent for a corporation or LLC is also due to renew by December 31, 2023, he/she must renew 
his/her individual license before the certificate of authority for the corporation or LLC can be renewed. 


It_is the licensee’s responsibility to ensure that the renewal application is completed and submitted in a timely 
manner. The renewal period will end on December 31, 2023. A licensee who fails to renew his/her license by the 
renewal date shall not practice in Missouri. Licensees practicing in Missouri without a renewed license are subject 
to disciplinary action by the Board. 


If you are not sure when your license expires, you can either call the Board office, visit the Board’s Web site and 
click on “Licensee Search” via https://pr.mo.gov/apelsia-online.asp, or look at the 5 x 7 license sent the last time 
you renewed-—it will display your expiration date. 


NOTE: Section 324.010 — No Delinquent Taxes, Condition for Renewal of Certain Professional Licenses 


All persons and business entities renewing a license with the Division of Professional Registration are required to have paid all state income taxes and also are 
required to have filed all necessary state income tax returns for the preceding three years. If you have failed to pay your taxes or have failed to file your tax 
returns, your license will be subject to immediate suspension within 90 days of being notified by the Missouri Department of Revenue of any delinquency or 
failure to file. If your license is suspended for state income tax, you must stop practicing immediately and you cannot return to practice until your license is ac- 
tive again. If you have any questions, you may contact the Department of Revenue at 573-751-7200.

On March 2, 2021, the Colorado Board of Licensure for Architects, Professional Engineers and Professional Land 
Surveyors issued a Letter of Admonition to Ausel, based on a finding that his West Virginia license had been the 
subject of discipline. On November 3, 2022, Mr. Ausel renewed his Missouri PE license online. He attested to a 
statement that he had not been the subject of discipline in any other jurisdiction that had not been reported. This 
was false, as the Colorado Letter of Admonition was discipline that had not been reported. 


Ausel signed a Settlement Agreement acknowledging that his license was subject to discipline under Section 
327.441.2(8), RSMo [discipline in another jurisdiction], and for failing to report discipline in violation of Section 
327.441.2(3), RSMo [use of fraud, deception, or misrepresentation in securing a license], and Section 327.441.2(3), 
RSMo [violation of a rule, specifically the reporting requirement of 20 CSR 2030-11.010(3)]. 


Under the Settlement Agreement, Ausel’s license was placed on a period of probation for one year.

Sections 327.101 and 327.401.2, RSMo, require a Certificate 
of Authority. Bourne Group, LLC’s failure to obtain a certificate constitutes cause for denial pursuant to Sections 
327.411.2(6) and (10) and subjects it to a civil penalty pursuant to Section 327.077, RSMo. The Board issued this pro- 
bated Certificate of Authority in lieu of denial. 


The $500 civil penalty was received by the Board on August 23, 2023 and on the same day it was forwarded to Mark 
R. Devore, Saint Louis County Collector of Revenue; therefore, probation ended on August 23, 2023.

James Clancy entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional 
Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors, and Professional Landscape Architects effective September 14, 2023, 
by which Mr. Clancy agreed that his license as a Professional Engineer would be placed on probation for a term of 
three years with certain terms and conditions, probation ending on September 13, 2026. 


In 2019, Clancy entered into a Consent Order with the New York State Board of Engineering, Land Surveying and 
Geology, not contesting that he had shared fees with a person not licensed to practice engineering and signing off 
on aletter of completion without thoroughly reviewing the work, which had been done by someone else. Under the 
Agreement he was subject to a two-year stayed suspension, two years’ probation, and a $2,500 fine. In 2020, he 
agreed to a Consent Order with the Texas Board of Professional Engineers and Land Surveyors, based on the New 
York discipline, under which he received a Formal Reprimand.

Clancy renewed his Missouri license in 2020 but checked a box indicating that he had not been disciplined in any 
other jurisdiction, failing to reveal his New York discipline. In 2022, Clancy renewed his Missouri license at which 
time he disclosed his discipline in Texas in 2021, Kentucky in 2020, Ohio in 2021, Kansas in 2021, North Carolina in 
2021, and Wyoming in 2021, but he failed to provide specifics of the discipline as required. 


Clancy signed a Settlement Agreement with the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional 
Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects, acknowledging that his Missouri license was subject to 
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discipline for use of fraud, deception, or misrepresentation in securing a license, which is cause for discipline of his 
Missouri license under Section 327.441.2(3), RSMo; for discipline in another jurisdiction, which is cause for disci- 
pline of his Missouri license under Section 327.441.2(8), RSMo; and for failing to provide all information requested 
by the Board in a renewal application, in violation of 20 CSR 2030-11.010(3), which is cause for discipline of his 
Missouri license under Section 327.441.2(6), RSMo. His license was placed on a period of probation for three years.

Consulting Engineering Services Incorporated entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board 
for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effec- 
tive October 25, 2023, by which Consulting Engineering Services Incorporated agreed their Certificate of Authority 
would be placed on probation for a term of two years with certain terms and conditions, probation ending on 
October 24, 2025.

confidence, which constitutes cause for disciplinary action against EFI Global’s Certificate of Authority under the 
terms of Section 327.441.2(13), RSMo.

2024. On each occasion, he checked boxes indicating agreement with a statement that he had not been subject to 
discipline in any other jurisdiction that had not been reported to the Board. In so doing, he failed to reveal the above 
disciplinary actions in Hawaii, lowa, Oregon, North Carolina, Kentucky, New Mexico, Louisiana, and Florida. 


Uzman acknowledged that his Missouri license was subject to discipline for use of fraud, deception, or misrep- 
resentation in securing a license, which is cause for discipline of his Missouri license under Section 327.441.2(3), 
RSMo; for discipline in another jurisdiction, which is cause for discipline of his Missouri license under Section 
327.441.2(8), RSMo; and for failing to provide all information requested by the Board in a renewal application, in 
violation of Board Rule 20 CSR 2030-11.010(8), which is cause for discipline of his Missouri license under Section 
327.441.2(6), RSMo. His license was placed on a period of probation for two years.

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CIVIL PENALTY 


INTERBORO PARTNERS, LLC (NL) 
Brooklyn, New York 


Interboro Partners, LLC entered into a Settlement Agreement between the Missouri Board for Architects, 
Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional Landscape Architects effective September 
21, 2023, by which Dan D’Oca, Managing Agent agreed that Interboro Partners, LLC would pay a $1,500 civil penalty 
with certain terms and conditions. 


Interboro Partners, LLC, is a multidisciplinary design firm based in Brooklyn, New York, which does not hold a 
Certificate of Authority to practice architecture, professional engineering, professional land surveying, or profes- 
sional landscape architecture in Missouri. Interboro entered into an Architectural/Engineering Professional Service 
Agreement with Forest Park Forever, a private nonprofit conservancy that partners with the City of St. Louis to 
restore, maintain and sustain Forest Park, St. Louis. The contract provided for Interboro to serve as the prime con- 
sultant and provide all services on a renovation project for the Forest Park Natural Playscape, including architec- 
tural, engineering, and landscape architecture. Interboro did not obtain a Certificate of Authority to practice any of 
these professions before undertaking work on the project. 


Over the following months, Interboro led an interdisciplinary team of design professionals, including licensed pro- 
fessional engineers, professional landscape architects, and professionals of other disciplines to develop, design, 
and construct the project. Interboro’s role included consultation, design surveys, planning, aesthetic and structural 
design, preliminary design, drawings, specifications, technical submissions, construction observation and inspec- 
tion, and the coordination of elements of technical submissions prepared by others, including professional engi- 
neers, landscape architects, and other consultants that pertain to the practice of architecture, including the draft- 
ing of plans for final construction. Interboro subcontracted with an engineering firm to seal technical documents 
for the project. 


In a Settlement Agreement signed with the Board, Interboro acknowledged that the documents prepared included 
technical drawings and specifications which constitute the practice of architecture. Interboro agreed that by its 
failure to obtain a Certificate of Authority as an architectural firm, it engaged in the unlicensed practice of architec- 
ture in the State of Missouri, which is cause for imposition of a civil penalty under the terms of Section 327.101.2(1), 
RSMo, and Section 327.077, RSMo. The Settlement Agreement imposed a civil penalty of $1,500 on Interboro, 
which was paid. 


On September 6, 2023, the Board received a civil penalty check in the amount of $1,500 with a signed Settlement 
Agreement and on the same day the civil penalty check was forwarded to the St. Louis County Treasurer via certi- 
fied mail.

REVOCATIONS 


SCHNEE, ERICH (PE-2013000624) 
Oakwood, Ohio 


At its August 7, 2023 Board meeting, the Board held a Felony Disciplinary Hearing in its open session in the mat- 
ter of the Missouri Board for Architects, Professional Engineers, Professional Land Surveyors and Professional 
Landscape Architects vs Erich Schnee. On August 28, 2023, a discipline order was signed by the Board’s Executive 
Director revoking Mr. Schnee’s professional engineering license. 
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Schnee, a professional engineer, pled guilty in the Circuit Court of St. Clair County, Alabama, on seven criminal 
counts, including sexual intercourse with a minor under sixteen years of age, deviate sexual intercourse with a 
minor under sixteen years of age, transmitting obscene material to a child, travel for the purpose of engaging in any 
unlawful sex act with a child, and enticing, alluring, persuading or inviting a child under the age of 16 years to enter a 
vehicle for the purpose of proposing sexual conduct to said child. He was sentenced to prison terms ranging from 
ten to twenty-five years, to be served concurrently in the Alabama state prison system. 


On August 28, 2023, after a hearing on a complaint for discipline under Section 327.442.1, RSMo, the Board entered 
Findings of Fact, Conclusions of Law, and an Order of Discipline by which it revoked Schnee’s license as a profes- 


sional engineer.
